Twenty-eighth 
‘Street, and it was here that he gave a 
dinner in Boner of the young Prince, hav- 
ing entertained other, the nce 
of Wales, about eight years previous. 
There were several informal entertain- 
ments given then in the young Prince's 
hanor, but it was 60 lo ago that many 
have forgotten the incidents attending 
his first visit. 

Mr. Duncan has lived for over a gener- 
ation in the old family mansion at 1 
Fifth Avenue. His wife died in Decem- 
ber, 1005.

MAIL FRAUDS GOST 
$77,000,000 A YEAR 


indicted Swindlers in the Laat 
Twelve Months Got That Sum 
from Gullible Americans.

Chief Post Office Inspector Telis of 
' Maltitude of Ways In Which They 
Make Enormous Profits.

WASHINGTON, D. C., Jan. 21.— From 
the final reports submitted by Inspectors 
covering the arrests for the fiscal year*it 
has been ascertained that the promoters 
of fraudulent schemes, who have been put 
out of business during the past year, have 
obtained approximately '$77,000,000 from 
the public.” 

This is the astonishing statement mage 
in the annual report of .R. 8S. Sharp, Chief 
Post Office Inspector, issued to-day. It 
will probably be incredible to the average 
person that there are enough “easy 
marks ” in the United States to contribute 
$77,000,000 to operators of -‘ get-rich- 
quick” projects; but, according to the 
Chief Inspector, this amount does not rep- 
resent nearly all. that went into the 
pockets of swindlers, The $77,000,000 i# 
the profit of those who have been caught, 
and does not take in those who are still 
operating. 

“These fraudulent schemes,” said Chief 
Inspector Sharp, “ cover a wide field, and 
are of endless variety—from the simplest 
business transaction to a gigantic project 
involving the sale of worthless stock in 
fake mining companies and fictitious in- 

stitutions existing only ,on paper or in 
the minds of the promoters. 

“The result of the year’s work has de- 
veloped the fact that these fraud manipu- 
lators are a distinct class of «criminals, 
some moving in the highest social and 
business circles, but nearly all having 
more or less affiliations and connection 
with, or are advisers with, schemes or 
enterprises of: illegitimate character, in 
which they are known as promoters.” 

Contin ing, the report says: 

“The work sof the past year Has un- 
covered a condition among the swindling 
class, whieh shows the astounding extent 
of their operations and the enormous 
amout of their ill-gotten gains. Only the 
few swindling promoters who.were ar- 
rested last year. obtained a promimately

ITALY STIRS FRENCH IRE. 


Charged That She Got Turks to Land 
from Manouba by a Subterfuge. 


PARIS, Jan. 21.—The gravity of the sit- 
uation over. the seizure of the French 








' destroyers, while on a voyage from Mar- 
/Seilles to Tunis, has been increased by 
new facts, which came to light to-day. 

It now appears that the Captain of the 
Manouba, which included among ‘its pas- 
sengers twenty-nine Turkish nurses of 
the Red Crescent Society, only surrend- 
ered the Turks.om orders from the French 
Embassy at Rome. It had previously been 
reported that the Captain had disem- 
barked the Turks on his own initiative 
at Cagliari,.in Sardinia, and was then 

mitted to leave the port. 

he French foreign office declares that 
no such orderg emanated from Paris, but 
that, on the contrary, the Consuls had 
been instructed. by the Embassy.to oppose 
all surrender. It is further stated ‘that 
the question .of the Turkish nurses on 
board .the \Manouba was. discussed by. 
Premier_Pojnicaré and the Italian Am- 
bassador;.\Signor Tittoni, on Wednesday, 
the Ambassador declaring that he was 
fully satisfied -with the Premier's promise 
that they should be subjected to rigid 
scrutiny at Tunis. 


TRIPOLI, Jan. 21.—The Italian forces 
have occupied Ghirgarish, a small oasis 
situated about ten miles along the coast 
to the west of the town. They met with 
no opposition, although several days 44 
an. Italian column on the march to t 
oasis had a terrific engagement with a 
large body of Turks and Arabs. The 
oasis is surrounded by a number of mud 
huts, which have given shelter to Arab 
irregulars, the presence of whom are 
considered a dangerous menace to the 
Italian troops.

THE STEEL TRUST INVESTIGATION, 

What was the. Stanley Committee 
thinking about that it allowed Mr. 
CaRNEGIn to “get by” without an-) 
swering the question. where he “ got 
it’ ?. “If the committee had had a 
glimmering of economic perception it 
would have seen that*it is no answer 
to say that he got his fortune from Mr. 
Morcan. Doubtless Mr. MorGcan paid 
those hundreds. of millions, but the 
Committee stultified itself by treating 
the operation as one’ of stockjobbing. 
Events have proved that it was nothing 
of the sort primarily. If it had been 
merely a>» stockjobbing adventure it 
would have collapsed in 1908 or 1907. 
What'\Mr. Morcan bought. and ‘what 
‘Mr, CARNEGIE sold -was the possibility 
of wealth beyond avarice in capitaliz- 
ing the margin between. the cost and 
the selling price of iron in its various 
forms.. In the final analysis iron;like 
everything else is mostly labor, ahd the 
fact is more striking with each advance 
in manufacture.- The Trust has pros- 
pered hugely, but it never has pros- 
pered like Mr. CaRNeEcim, because it 
never has been able to get its labor at 
so low a wage. 

It is not suggested that Mr. CARNEGIE 
paid his labor less than, a going ‘price. 
It is even possible that he paid more 
than some of his competitors, and it 
is sure that his four million dollar penh- 
sion fund was one of the: earliest and 
most generous of the forme of enlight- 
ened selfishness manifesting itself in 
paying labor something more than is 
nominated in the bond. Mr. CARNEGInN’s 
works were the survivor of the millen- 
nial period of unrestrained competition. 
Nobody could. undersell him, and he 
paid the wages of those times. When 
fron was $9 a ton the Amalgamated 
wage scale was $4 a ton for puddlers 
and little work to do. A dollar.a day 
wae a thing for iron laborerg to fight 
for. With such wages, anda corre- 
sponding scale for materials, there were 
-profits almost beyond belief for those 
who could sell their iron, and when the 
market’ began to tdke: output more 
freely the crest: was- reached, Mr. 
Camemarm' had . experiences. . whi 
taught him that labor would be. more 
costly in the future, and he kriew well 
‘that other prices must advance with}. 
labor. The difference between cost and 
profit ‘was widest at {or noon ‘after \he 
took his profits.

The gtiev- 
ance of the Federation’ is that. the 
greatest enemy” of organized labor 
ranks high among the friends of un- 
organized and efficient wage-earners. 
The. politicians turned this grievance 
of labor into an outrage upon the con- 
sumers of iron, through extortion by 
means of watered stock. The truth, 
of course, is that no buyer of iron cares 
what the eapital of the Trust is, nor 
whether it. is watered. The price is 
the thing, and there are not separate 
prices for the Trust and the independ- 
ents. At no time has the Trust sold 
iron or the products of iron as high as 
either Mr: Carnerain or the independ- 
ents, and the power of its capital to 
control prices was néver so painful @ 
jest as it has been the past few weeks. 

Let not labor deceive itself. ‘If it 
wishes to mainthin its wage level it 
‘nust allow profits to the most hated 
Trusts. And let not the country deceive 


than high wages. the wage level will 
fall. The practice of the Trust marks 
the way to prosperity for all. The Trust 
works -piecework for the most exacting 
of masters, Itis paid for performance, 
and maintains its. profits by: efficiency.

Obviously Irish home rule of some 


ent Government of the United King- 
dom. “It is so for, the simple reason 
that the Irish Nationalists in the House 
of Commons require it, and have ‘the 
power to turn out the Government if it 
be refused.

This ‘state of things brings the ote 
rule question directly to the fore, and 
it is being more hotly discussed ‘than 
any other British topic. The heat is 
supplied chiefly at present by thé Irish 
Unionists of. Ulster, of whose tactics 
and temper an interesting account was 
given in Tam Sunpar Timms. The men 
—and for that matter, the women—of 
Ulster ate deeply stirred by the pros- 
pect of a Local Government in Ireland 
in the working of which they will be a 
hopeless: minority.. They declare that 
they will not accept it; that they will 
not pay taxes to such a Government; 
that they: will not obey its laws; ‘that 
they will resist by arms any attempt

While we are: convinced, with Mr.

The one 
thing that might make New Yorkers con- 
sent to the raising of fares by a cent or 
two would be escalators at every station 
—and the cent or two would pay for’ them 
many times over.

Hour Trip to Boston,

Haven road has decided to electify its 
tracks from Stamférd to New Haven, also 
refers to the speculation,as to the route to ‘be 
foiicwed \in the next stage, viz., the electrifica- 
tion on to Boston, Permit me to call your at- 
tention to the well-known fact that the route 
of the Air Line.

The latest batch of ecin were issued 
to-day, and include detaiis.which here- 
tofore have not been given to the fans 
for their perusal. The National , 18 
itchers Jast season issued 4,279 bases on 
alls. The pitchers of the Brooklyn team 
issued the least number, 425, while the 
Giant pitching staff was fifth on the list. 
The Cardinal twirlers were athe ng | gen- 
erous with their tickets, leading the ee 
with 592. Chicago was second with AS! 
Jimmy Sheckard, the Cub left- fielder, 
was the best ‘‘ waiter” in the room, een 
Ih 156 games he received 147 hw ing 
balls. Bates and Bescher of Cincinnati 
received 102 and 108, Josh Devore of the 
Giants received 81 passes, and Hans Wag- 
her of Pittsburg received 67. 

There were 4,798 strike-outs in the 
league, the most proficient victims to 
curves being, Coulson of Brooklyn and 
Beschor of Cincinnatl;” who eath fanned 
78 times. Devore struck out 69 times, 
Schulte 68, Luderus, vl Bag od home- 
run hitter, fanned times, “ and 
““Scoops"’ Carey of diticoursn 7.
